Drawings 

The Background of the Invention portion of the specification describes Figures 1- 
4 as conventional art, therefore these figures should be designated by a legend such as 
"Prior Art- because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Small et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,078,649). 
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Regarding claims 1-4 and 7, Small teaches a subscriber loop alarm monitoring 
system including, subscriber loop connections (see column 8, line 8), a controller 64 for 
handling alarm status indicators (see column 5, lines 39-46), a PSTN switch connect to 
the controller, where the controller 64 operates the alarm notification (see column 5, 
lines 37-47). The subscriber interfaces are ISDN (see column 1, line 45). 

Regarding claim 5, Small teaches using the TR-303 standard (see column 1, line 

35). 

Regarding claim 6, Small teaches using the Bellcore TR-303 standard in addition 
to SONET, ADSL, Hercules and CHATLOS standards (see column 1 (all) and column 3, 
lines 1-4). 

Regarding claim 8, Small teaches using a plurality of different channels and 
modes (see figure 3). 

Regarding claim 9, Small teaches at least two interfaces for alarms in one card 
31 (see figure 3). 

Regarding claims 10-12, Small teaches an analog sensor terminator used to 
detect certain fault conditions that include uninstalled, disconnected and power-off 
states (e.g. power 34, battery 35, environment 36 and equipment 37) (see figure 3).
